Commission to the Five Civilized Tribes, Muskogee, Indian Ter¬ 
ritory. 

Gentlemen: October 26, 1900, the Department, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act of May 31, 1900 (31 Stats. 221) 
segregated for town site purposes certain tracts containing an area 
of 155.45 acres at Mill Creek, Chickasaw Nation. 

February 17, 1903, you recommended that there be set aside and 
reserved from allotment additional land, amounting to 98.77 acres, 
for the town site at this place, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act of July 1, 1902 (32 Stats. 641). 

March 12, 1903, the Acting Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
transmitted your report and concurred in your recommendation. 

The Department does not deem it advisable to make the reserva¬ 
tion in view of the Act of March 3, 1903 (Public 144), which 
provides that the $25,000 appropriated therein to pay all expenses 
incident to the survey, platting and appraisement of town sites 
in the Choctaw, Chickasaw, Creek and Cherokee Nations as required 
by Sections 15 and 29 of the Act of June 28, 1898 (30 Stats. 495) 
and Acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, 


“shall be applied only to the expenses incident to the survey, platting 
and appraisement of the town sites heretofore set aside and reserved 
from allotment: Provided, further, That nothing herein contained 
shall prevent- the survey and platting at their own expense of town 
sites by private parties where stations are located along the lines 
of railroads, nor the unrestricted alienation of lands for such purposes 
when recommended by the Commission to the Five Civilized Tribes, 
and approved by the Secretary of the Interior.”
